JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices from this port by the present mail extend to the 
20th Jan. ; the French mail from London Nov. 21 arrived out 
on the 1lth Jan. The Japan Herald contains the following 
items of news :— 

The new Custom House at Yokokama, the largest building of 
its kind in Japan, has been opened. The original cost was to 
have been $75,000, including a tower ninety feet in height. 
From causes of which the Japanese are doubtless¥cognisant, the 
cost finally amounted to $100,000, without the tower before 
mentioned ; and the completion was delayed some ten months 
longer than originally agreed upon. The structure stands on an 
extensive open plece of ground, and is surrounded by a substantial 
wall. There are two principal gates, one at the front and oneat the 
back, both of tasteful ¢ design, and the approaches, as well as the en- 
trance, arelighted with gas. Thelength of the edifice, including the 
two wings, is 150ft.; width, 42ft. The wings are 45ft. square each. 
The external staircase in the front is 22ft. square, and 28ft. high. 
There is also a construction of similar dimensions at the back of 
the building. The lower story, or basement, is built of red 
granite, the upper portions of Idziu-madara stone, and the pilas- 
ters and facings of green stone. The basement windows are 
barred, and the lower parts of the upper windows are tastefully 
decorated with iron fretwork. The top of the staircase, as it 
now stands, is surrounded with an iron railing, as is also the 
construction in a line with it at the back. The whole is sur- 
mounted by a bold cornice, above which again figures what 
is intended to a fire-wall. This is intersected at stated dis- 
tances by panels with circular heads, intended to represent con- 
tinuations of the columns running up the sides of the building 
through the cornice. 

The Government has seen fit to remove Oye Taku from his 
resent post of Gon no Kami at Yokohama to the Kobusho at 
‘okio, a position where he will have less opportunities of doing 

mischief than here. Oye Taku’s career in Yokohama has been 
principally distinguished by the issue of proclamations, several 
of which, being illegal, we have had to comment on in terms 
justified by the occasion ; our strictures were necessary and 
salutary, The proclamations to which we allude Oye Taku was 
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directed by the superior authorities at Tokio to withdraw. His 
successor in office, we are informed, is to be Nakashima Nobu- 
yuki, the present Commissioner of Customs, who, warned by the 
errors committed by his predecessor will, it is to be hoped, pursue 
a course more conducive to the success of his administration, and 
which will necessitate no unfavourable criticism from the press. 

The Ministry of the Interior has just been organised. It is 
divided into several departments, viz:—Department of the 
Post-office, Department of Agriculture, Trade and Industry, 
Department of Census, Department of Police, Department of 
Ag ie Roads and Lands, Department of Waterworks and

A Goracumsnt proclamation has been published, imposing a 

- tax on the income of Kuazoku (ex-Daimios), and the salaries of 
officers. We learn its rates are as follows:—The tax upon the 
incomes (except upon private properties) of ex-Daimios is to be 
thirty per cent. ; on the salaries of officers five per cent. Offi- 
cers who get less than $100 per month are to be exempt from 
the new impost. 

A Japanese correspondent writes us that the rice crop in the 
principal rice-growing districts is very much below the average 
of the past three years, the crops during which time were very 
good. Notwithstanding the falling off this season, there is 

lenty of rice stored in Japan, the surplus of former years, to 
eed the population, and to permit a portion of this season’s crop 
to be exported. 

The troubles in the provinces of Satsuma and Higo are quite 
settled. Several of the leaders of the rebels have been im- 
prisoned. ~ : 

The foreign Ministers and their families are invited to a recep- 
tion by the Mikado, which will take place on the 20th Jan., at 
Hamagoten. 

A Government mail line has been established between Yedo 
and Lew-Kew (or Lew-Chew). A steamer will run from this 
month henceforward. 

The Herald gives the following account of the destruction of 
the great Temple of Shiba :— 

At one o'clock of the morning of the Ist of January an alarm of 
fire was given by the bells of the Shiba quarter, and, in less than half 
an hour, repeated in every part of Yedo. No such mass of flame had 
been witnessed since the burning of the Monzeki temple, in April, 
1872, and the effect was naturally intensitied by the darkness of the 
night. Numbers of foreigners, as well as a multitude of citizens, 
speedily gathered upon the scene, and watched the gradual destruction 
of the largest, and most imposing in appearance, of the temples of 
Zozo, It was soon apparent, however, that no danger of a general con- 
flagration need be anticipated. The surrounding shrines and temples 
were at no time imperilled, and still less the residences of the numer- 
ous foreign employés of the Government who occupy contiguous build- 
i Yedo has the most easily awakened populace in the world, and in 
less than a quarter of an hour after the first bell had svunded, all the 
avenues leading to the great gate were blockaded. The police, arriving 
soon after, cleared the space in front of the temple, and admitted none 
beyond the two-storicd porch excepting officers, firemen, and such 
foreigners as were attracted to the spot. For the firemen there was 
little work to do, and it is a question whether, on this occasion, they 
might not as well have stayed at home. The temple was doomed be- 
fore they were called upon, and except to make a show of resistance by 
arraying themselves with their fantastic standard in front of, and, at 
times, inside the cunsuming edifice, there was no opportunity for the 
display of their energy and courage. Ly three o'clock, the temple, ex- 
cepting a few of the thick columns that had supported the roof, was a 
pile of embers. The burning belfry then attracted attention. The 
bell itself had become red hot, and apparently had cracked, although it 
was impossible to be certain on that point. A little later it fell from 
ita timbers, and remained standing nearly upright upon the ground. 
Since the morning of the fire, the square in front of Zozoji has been 
enclosed with high fencer, and no person is allowed to visit the ruins. 

The Jupan Mail gives the following items :— 

The Christmas and New Year’s holidays have transferred the 
attention of the residents from business to pleasure. The 
weather at the close of the old year was bright and lovely, but 
New Year's Day brought a change to snow and biting wind, 
which made the usual congratulatory visiting a severe test of 
resolution. In consequence of the holidays business has been 

eatly restricted. Stocks of imports, as well as shipments 

ither, are heavy, and the year opens with no very bright com- 
mercial prospects. 

The foreign representatives paid their respects to the Mikado 
on New Year’s day, and the customary congratulatory addresses 
were made. We are informed that the addresses have given 
serious offence in high quarters. 

A patriotic party, pledged to progress, but desirous of cancel- 
ling all financial obligations to foreigners, is said to be agitating 
for the repayment of the foreign loans as soon as possible. The 
interest in current events awakened by the native newspapers is 
said to be largely on the increase, and meetings of intelligent 
young men—more especially of such as have been abroad—for 
purposes of discussion, are said to be becoming more general. 

J. R. Lucas, master of the Vanguard, from London, has been 
fined 860 for breaking the seals put upon his hatches by the 
Custom-house authorities, whose dilatoriness in visiting the vessel 
was alleged as his excuse.

PEKING. 

On the 5th Jan. Prince Kung, accompanied by Shin Kwei- 
fun, President of the Board of War, Changlun, President of the 
Board of Works, and Chunghow, Vice-President of the Board of 
War, and also all chiefs of the Tsungli Yamun, called upon the 
Foreign Ministers at their residences, to congratulate them on 
the New Year, commencing with the Peruvian Legation ; after 
that going to the French, and so on to all the others. The Rus- 
sian New Year not having yet come the officials did not visit the 
Russian Legation, but will do so on the 12th Jan., or later. On 
the 6th Wanseang, Minister of State, Paoukuen, President of 
the Board of Magistracy, and Chinglin, Vice-President of the 
Lefanyuen and Lieut.-General of the Nine Gates of Peking—all 
three officials being also chiefs of the Tsungli Yamun—called 
upon the Foreign Ministers to congratulate them on the new 
year, beginning with the Peruvian Legation, as the Prince had 
done on the preceding day. 

In the Gazette of the 5th January there is a decree stating 
that although his Majesty had offered up his prayers for snow 
on the 30th and 31st December, yet the quantity of snow which 
had since fallen was inadequate for the wants of the country ; 
his Majesty, therefore, had resolved to again offer up prayers 
for more snow ; and would consequently on the 7th repair to the 
Takam-teen (temple) for that El age His Majesty had also 
commanded Prince Tun (uncle of the present Emperor) to pray 
for snow at the Sze-ying-kwang; Prince Kung to pray at the 
Chaou-keen-meaou ; Prince Chun to pray at the Seuen-jin 
meaou ; and Prince Fuh to pray at the Ningho-meaou. All 
these temples are situated within the Yellow or Imperial city, 
which neither foreigners nor the Chinese people are allowed to 
enter, 80 it is impossible to give any description of what took 

lace. 

In the Peking Gazette of 1st Jan. there is a memorial from Le 
Hung-chang, Viceroy of the province of Chihli, drawn up in 
reply to observations made by a high functionary of the Ning- 
ko-heosze, named Sung, in a memorial to the Emperor respecting 
the draining of the inundated districts of the Tientsin prefec- 
tures, &c. Sung, in his memorial to his Majesty on the subject, 
had proposed that the moneys which had been appropriated by 
the Central Government for the support of the distressed people 
should be employed instead in paying for manual labour rendered 
by the able-bodied men of the districts in making fresh channels 
for the draining of the inundated regions, and in this manner the 
population would at the same time be supported. The Viceroy 
replies that he has a plan of his own which he would put into 
operation next spring, and which will save the region from inun- 
dations in future ; but he at the same time remarks that it must 
be borne in mind at Peking that the funds at his disposal for the 
purpose are very limited. He does not consider, further, that 
the observations of Sung are of any importance in carrying out 
the work. 

In the same Gazette there is another memorial from Le Hung- 
chang, in which he informs the Emperor that Chin-kin, the 
Customs Taoutai at Tientsin, had presented “The Distressed 
Fund ” established for the support of the suffering population of 
Chihli with the sum of Tls. 7,000 ; and he has, therefore, to 
pray that his Majesty will be pleased to bestow a ock’s 
feather on the donor, as a mark of special favour, for his charit- 
able gift. 





SHANGHAL. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 23rd 
Jan. ; the French mail from London Dec. 5 arrived out on 
the 22nd January. The following items of newsare from the 
North China Herald :— 

A meeting of subscribers to Trinity Church was held on the 
16th Jan. The accounts show a balance in hand of Tls.431. 
The revenue was greater than the preceding year by T1s.500, but 
sundry expenses had to be incurred for repairs, which re- 
duced the balance. The trustees were instructed to ask the firms 
interested in the Parsonage Loan to cancel their debt. Only two 
answers have beer received to the trustees’ advertisement for an 
assistant chaplain, from which it is inferred that a larger 
than the £600 offered may have to be given. One of the appli- 
cants is Mr. Kauffman, whom many of our readers will remem- 
ber as Mr. Syle’s predecessor. A suggestion for the removal of 
the Main Guard seemed to find favour, but we have some idea 
that the Municipal Council, as representing the Volunteer Corps, 
is interested in that building, and might object to its demolition.

through the alleged illegal wransformation of the company ef- 
fected at a meeting on the 81st March, 1873, when a previous 
resolution for winding up the company was rescinded, and it 
‘was resolved to continue its operations on the coast instead of 
the Yangtsze. The defendants have entered a demurrer to the 
suit, praying, on grounds stated, that the petition be dismissed 
without an answer being required. This demurrer was argued 
at length on the 16th January, before the chief judge, who re- 
served his decision. 

The Yang Yehb-lin case bas inspired the Chehsien with a pro- 
clamation against theatre-going, which we print below. That 
the acting at Chinese theatres is demoralising is beyond 
question ; but that Yang individually was especially responsible 
is nonsense. His name is a convenient peg on which to hang 
the lecture, and the lecture is a convenient opportunity for 
blackening him. 

“Whereas the Litterati of Shanghai, Cheng Kwei-yin and others, 

have petitioned, setting forth that on the Foreign Settlements the 
numerous theatres encourage dissipation and lead to good people being 
contaminated by contact with the bad. That in the case of the actor 
Yang Yeh-lin, his examination has brought to light proofs of a life of 
immorality. That by the obscenity of his acting he has led astray 
wives and daughters of respectable families. They, therefore, pray 
that Yang Yeh-lin be severely dealt with, and that a proclamation be 
issued ordering all heads of families to control their female inmates 
and not allow them to enter the theatres. On receipt of this petition, 
it becomes the duty of me, the Chehsien, to request that the Mixed 
Court magistrate issues a prohibitory notice to the above effect ; and 
be it hereby known to all people of this town, that the heads of families 
are ordered to restrict their women and prohibit them from attending 
the theatres, in order that the morality of the place be not injured. Let 
each one tremblingly obey,” 
It is questionable how far this prohibition will have effect. The 
annual denunciations of the Taoutai against women going pub- 
licly to worship are quite futile ; but they are recognised as 
platitudes, while it seems to be thought that the Cheh-sien 
means this ; and as he has succeeded in inspiring considerable 
awe, his order may have effect. The Taoutai has struck the evil 
much nearer the root in prohibiting obscene plays. 

Apropos of Yang Yeh-lin, we hear that his bride has since de- 
clared in court that her father was cognisant of the marriage. 
Yang’s friends declared this at the time, and if true it must put 
the istrate in rather an awkward position. For what has he 
infli all this brutal punishment on the man ?—for marrying 
a girl with her parents’ consent? Both Yang and his wife are 

still in gaol in the city, but we hear the intention to banish him 
has been abandoned. It is saidyindeed that the Taoutai views 
with disfavour the severity of the punishment already inflicted. 
We are glad to see that the Shunpao contains a letter from a 
Cantonese literate repudiating sympathy in the proceedings. 

A rather interesting case of theft has been brought before the 
Mixed Court. A lady had drop a valuable bracelet in her 
brougham, while driving. She did not at the time notice the 
loss ; but the mafoo nnd tie water-coolie did, and quick] y turned 
the treasure to account, though of course they were innocent 
when questioned. The police were communicated with, and 
succeeded in tracing the missing article. A sapphire and fifteen 
out of twenty diamonds which constituted the setting have 
been recovered, and the man who bought the gold has been 
ordered to pay its value. Chén expressed much surprise at a 
lady wearing such a valuable ornament while driving, and not 
missing it when she dropped it. But the ways of foreigners 
were peculiar ! 

A telegram has been received at the P.MLS. Co.’s office here, 
to the effect that the Relief, the steamer due in Shanghai on the 
Qist Jan., had been lost off the island of Hirado, near Spex 
Straits. The date is not given, but the steamer was due in 
Nagasaki on the 18th, and it is probable that the accident oc- 
curred the previous day. The passengers, mails, and $60,000 
treasure were saved, and transferred to the Golden Age, which 
would pass about the same time for Hiogo, but which returned 
with this freight and the news to Nagasaki. A subsequent tele- 
gram reports that the general cargo of the Relvef is safe, and 
would be sent for. No further particulars are given. : 

The seat-letting of the New Lyceum Theatre has, so far, been at- 
tended with results exceeding the expectations of the most san- 
guine, All the boxes have been taken at their upset value of Ts.

J ndgment has been given in the U.S. Consular Court 
in the case Moller Maitland and Co, v. Jenkins, in favour of the 
petitioners. 

The junk sunk at the entrance to Woos has been blown 
up by the Kua-Hsing. It was rice-laden, and the owners saved 
a considerable portion of the cargo, which was, of course, much 
damaged. We hear that the Kua-Hsing has now gone up the 
Yangtsze, and will place a red buoy on the star side of the 
channel at the Dove’s-nest. ; , 


We hear it has been decided to send No. 6 frigate, now lying 
at the Arsenal embarking guns and storea, on a trial trip to 
Poo-too next month. The vessel will be entirely in charge of 
Chinese. 

A curious incident was remarked on the 21st January on the 
French Bund. The morning was perfectly calm, when suddenly 
a thin column of dust, from twenty to thirty feet high, was 
raised by an aerial current, and, starting from Kin-lee-yuen, was 
whirled along the whole length of the Bund. 

We hear that the approach of the New Year settling time is 
regarded with considerable apprehensiveness in Chinese com- 
mercial circles, and that the native banks are keeping a sharp 
eye on some of their clients. A man bolted the other day, 
leaving liabilities to the extent of Tis. 7,000, fcr which his 
security is held answerable. The bank interested at once sent 
and seized the securer, lest he should emulate the example of 
the secured ; and as he was not prepared to give security that he 
would not attempt to evade his responsibilities, he was by order 
of the Mixed Court Magistrate held in duranee till he should 
do this. It is feared that this case will be followed by many 
others of a similar nature. 


We hear the Ningpo Guilds are thinking of having a line of 
telegraph erected from the city to the Fire Station in the Foreign 
Settlement—a notable fact if true. They have applied to Major 
Watson, of the Anglo-Chinese Force, who is an enthusiastic 
amateur in such matters, to carry out the idea. Very probably 
the visit of the H. C. Orsted, and Mr. Dreyer’s explanations to 
the Taoutai and his suite, had something to do with the project ; 
though for that matter hundreds of Ningpo men going back- 
wards and forwards to Shanghai must be aware of the Shanghai 
system of telegraphy, and may have carried down the suggestion.

The second meeting of creditors in the estate of J. S, Lamont, 
a bankrupt took place on Tuesday, the ‘9th Jan.,fat the Vice- 
Consulate, before yer Phillips, Esy., H.B.M. Vice-Consul. 
The several claims (with the exception of Mr. Forster's, with- 
drawn) against the bankrupt’s estate, put in to the present date, 
were brought forward and duly aed by the body of creditors ; 
and the trustee of the estate, Mr. Phillips, announced his inten- 
tion of disallowing any claim coming in after the 28th Feb 
after which date he should proceed to declare a dividend. 
Court commented very strongly on the reckless prodigality, 
nearly amounting to criminality, of the bankrupt’s expenditure, 
and sharply reprimanded him for the false statements he had 
everywhere made, to the effect that his employer, Mr. Forster, 
had not paid him his salary for the last three months that he was 
in his service. ; 

A meeting took place at Messrs. Gilman and Co.’s on the 17th 
January, with reference to the supply of ice, and the committee 
appointed at a former meeting suggested that a certain number 
of gentlemen be appointed to make arrangements for obtaining 
machinery from uglaud— those interested in the supply duly 
yuaranteeing the cost of the same ; and that when arrangements 

ave been completed and the full cost ascertained, a company be 
formed and the shares allotted to the guarantors, pro rata, 
according to the amount each shall have guaranteed. So far as 
can be judged, the whole cost of new machinery, including a 
soda water apparatns, will not exceed $7,000, and the committee 
believe that the services of a competent engineer can be ob- 
tained for a salary of $1,800 per annum.

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HONG KONG. 

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 29th Jan. ; the 
P. and O. mail from London Dec. 12 arrived out on the 24th 
Jan. The Hong Kong Daily Press gives the following account 
of the rejoicings which took place in honour of the marriage of 
the Duke of Edinburgh :— 

From the harbour bunting waved in all directions, the different 
vessels hoisting the colours simultaneously at eight in the morn- 
ing. H.MS. Princess Charlotte flew at the main-mast head, side 
by side, facing forward, the Russian and British standards, and 
at each mast head were the usual decorations. The gunboats 
Kestrel and Opossum had their flags in full display, and orna- 
mental crowns were hung between the masts. The Russian cor- 
vette Ascold, and all the English war vessels, were profuse in 
exhibition of colours, the flags in several of the instances being not 
inappropriately joined. The U.S. ships Jroguots and Monocucy 
were not behind ; and the Japanese corvette was decorated ex- 
tensively, and presented all the appearance of a European war 
vessel. The P. and O. boats, the Pacific Mail, the Police Chop, 
as well as many of the other vessels in harbour, joined in the 

neral exhibition ; and flags were flying during the day from 

e principal business houses and many private residences in the 
colony. the flag staff in the Government Naval-yard was a 
large garland, with the British and Russian Standards hoisted 
above at equal height, emblematic of the union, and above were 
imitations of the crowns of both countries. At noon, royal 
salutes were fired simultaneously from the battery on shore, 
the Princess Charlotte, the Russian frigate Ascold, the 
Monocacy, and the Japanese man-of-war. In the after- 
noon a review of the troops took place on the Parade 
Ground, which was witnessed by a large concourse of ee le. 
Line was then formed on the left, and a feu-de-jove was red in 
honour of the marriage, the band meantime playing the National 
Anthem. This was followed by three ringing cheers from the 
ranks, led off by his Excellency. The men were then formed 
into square, and faced inwards, when the Governor briefly ad- 
dreaed them. The men were then again wheeled into line, 
formed fours, and left the field. All the public offices were 
closed for the day, and several mercantile and other establish- 
ments suspended business. In the evening a banquet was given 
by Major-General Whitfield at Headquarter House, in honour 
of the occasion, and rejoicings also took place at several other 
official residences in the colony. After dark, illuminations were 
exhibited at the Russian Consulate, and other places. In con- 
nection with the celebration a reception is to take place at Go- 
vernment House on the 2nd Feb. 

The Gazette notifies that the Hon. C. C. Smith and Messrs. 
Price and Thomsett have been appointed by H.E. the 
Governor as a committee to enquire into the advisability of 
granting permission to the P. & O. Company to erect a pier 
opposite Marine lots No. 71, 71a, 72 and 72a, and that any per- 
sons having objections are to give notice to the Surveyor-General 
before the 28th. 

The only case before the sitting magistrate (Mr. May) was a 
somewhat important gambling case, brought forward by In- 
spector Grey, who charged eleven men with the offence. The 
man who gave the information under which the warrant was 

ted, and who was in the room, was produced as Queen’s evi- 
ence. The first and second defendants were masters of the game, 
and the other defendants being caught in the act, they were sen- 
tenced as follows:—The first and second defendants fined $200 
each, in deta months’ imprisonment with hard labour ; 
he others fined $50 each, in default, three months’ imprison- 
ment. 

The Princess Charlotte being removed to near the Praya, it 
may be suggested to the naval authorities that it would be well 
to reduce the saluting to the minimum compatible with naval 
etiquette, as it is anlgie pace attended with the smashing of a 
considerable number of windows, and consequently causes no 
little expense and inconvenience. _ 

We are gled to hear that the difficulty with regard to tha 
Marie Louise, in Manila, has been settled to some extent by the 
supercargo, who was detained, having managed to get away ina 
‘steamer which was leaving. This will probably obviate any 
difficulty which might arise from his detention, and the other 
matters will be merely a question of compensation. 

At the recent meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, Mr. 
Cameron stated that the new American trade dollar had not yet 
been adopted at Foochow, but that doubtless this would be the 
case shortly. We observe that the Foochow Herald of the 22nd 
states that a proclamation has now been issued by the Viceroy, 
declaring that coin a legal tender.

MANILA. 

The correspondent of the Daily Press writes :—We learn from 
a correspondent that the screw-steamer Lap-tek arrived on the 
13th, bringing winning lottery tickets from China to the value 
of 861,000 for the month of December. Three hundred and 
seventy Chinese passengers were brought over, all, doubtless, 
eager to make their fortunes. In this place their peaceful and 
industrious habits insure them at all times constant employment ; 
this, with the full protection they enjoy, induces | numbers 
to settle here for life, as they are at least freed from the tyranny 
of mandarin squeezes, 

The Straits Winae brought by the last French mail was for- 
bidden circulation, as it contained matter not fit to place in the 
hands of any intending insurgents to read. 

A party of five had some very excellent sports during a week 
spent on the mountain—110 deer, eight wild buffaloes, and three 
wild pigs, were brought down. For snipe and small birds the 
season is getting well advanced. Coffee is steadily advancing, 
the present price being $26. The crops are very inferior and 
scarce. Cigars continue high, and not of good value ; cheroots 
are dear, but they are of better quality.

SINGAPORE.

We understand that the Government has chartered the steamer 
Luzon for service on an expedition to the Malay states bordering

on Malacca, and that H.E. the Governor, accompanied by the 

Attorney-General, intends leaving on a visit to Rumbow, Salan- 

ore, and Langat, with a view to settling the disturbances that 
ve so long paralysed trade in those districts. 

Messrs. Buyers and Robb launched from their shipyard at 
Teluk Ayer a handsome little steamer, built for his Highness 
the Rajah of Sarawak. Her dimensions are—Length over all, 
78ft.; extreme breadth, 10ft. 9in.; depth (moulded), 7ft. Gin. 
Her engines are of 24-horse pore constructed by Hall, Russell, 
and Co., of Aberdeen. The little vessel was not named ; it had 
been originally intended to name her after one of his Highness 
the Rajah’s children, but owing to his late bereavement the idea 
was abandoned, and a new name has not yet been fixed. A con- 
siderable number of the residents assembled at the yard to wit- 
ness the launch, which was very successful, and the company 
afterwards repaired to one of the buildings on the premises to 
drink success to the new craft and to her enterprising builders. 
Besides other vessels, this firm have a much larger steamer in 
course of construction for the Maharajah of Johore, which will 
probably be ready for launching in about six months. 

A Chinese workman employed in the Johore Arsenal was killed 
a few days ago, whilst engaged in oiling the machinery of the 
saw wills ; he was a new hand, and ignorantly ventured too 
near a belt, which caught his badjoo and drew himin. Although 
the mills have been running for about twelve years, this is only 
the second fatal accident that has happened there. 

A serious case of petty piracy and murder is reported from the 
Carimons. A boat containing a quantity of produce, with a 
crew of six men, was attacked by two Malay boats, and two of 
the crew murdered and the cargo carried off. The remainder of 
the crew escaped, and are now, we hear, at Carimons, awaiting 
a e to Singapore. It is considered probable the pirates 
will ook to dis of their booty at Johore, and in that event 
they will very likely be apprehended. There is also a report 
that two or three days ago a boat laden with produce from Jo- 
hore was attacked near Changhie, but the assailants were 
beaten off, 

We heartily welcome the penny postage on correspondence 
exchanged throughout the Settlements, announced in the postal 
notice which appears in another column of this paper, and we 
feel that whilst thanks are due to Sir Andrew Clarke for having 
conceded the reduction, the community are indebted to Mr. 
Trotter for having persistently urged the introduction of lower 
local rates of postage. Eighteen months ago it cost twelve cents 
to send a letter to Penang by P. and O. mail steamer, and six 
cents by a private steamer. Now, a letter by the former means 
is conveyed for ‘six cents, and by the latter for two cents ; 
and as so many steamers now run between the Settlements, 
doubtless the contract rate will in time be made to assimilate 
the private rate. We trust our Postmaster-General will not rest 
until he has secured for us a universal rate of six or eight cents, 
with free delivery on letters exchanged between these Settle- 
ments and India, China, Java, the Philippines, and other places 
in the East. We do not ask for such a reduction as would im- 
poverish the postal department and make it a burden to the 
colony, but what we should like would be, to be able to prepay 
our co: ndence to its destination, which is still impossible in 
a case of letters addressed to some of the places enumerated 
above. 

We don’t quite sympathise with the severe sense of justice 
assumed by the Penang Gazette of the 29th January in its ob- 
servations regarding the action of the executive in commutin, 
the sentence of death passed upon the four prisoners convicte 
of killing a policeman and blowing up the house of one of the 
adherents of the Muntri of Laroot at Penang. No doubt the 
offence was a great one, and that in passing the sentence of death 
a just vindication of our law and of our regard for life and pro- 
perty was displayed. At the same time, four lives for one life is 
a stern exaction, independent of any other reasons whatsoever. 
As we understand the case, however, it is one of those which had 
its origin in the disputes lately ragive in Perak and Laroot, and 
as we have just succeeded in establishing peace and goodwill 
there, we are of opinion the Executive have, with regard to this 
commutation of sentence, done at least a politic act under the 
circumstances, We must bear in mind, too, that penal servitude 
for life is not a very great escape from the capital sentence.

THE PACIFIC RAILWAYS AND THE PACIFIC MAIL 
COMPANY. 

The San Francisco correspondent of The Times writes as follows :— 
Under its present management the Union Pacific Railroad has reduced 
ite running expenses and has increased ita business over the road, its 
earnings in eleven months being $9,507,271, which shows a gain over 
the previous year of $1,372,516. The working expenses were $4,725,733, 

inst $5,448,744 on the lighter business of the previous year, leaving 
the net gain on the income of the road $1,095,527. The Centr 
Pacific Railroad has cost, including equipment, $139,746,311 14c. The 
returns of the company for 1872 show that the gross earnings in cur- 
rency were $12,734,729 88c., the net earnings $7,207,284 63c. In 1873 
the gross earnings were $13,871,089 82c. ; the net earnings $8,381,649 
67c., or $4,767,292, os a surplus above interest on bonds, which 
amount to about $3,194,870 in gold. This is equivalent to 8 per 
cent. per annum on the capital stock of the company. In _ con- 
sequence of the Government having refused payment of the 
subsidy to the semi-monthly line unless the service be performed in 
iron ships according to law, the Pacific Mail Steam Company now de- 
spatch only one vessel a month to China, and this state of affairs will 
continue till April or May. By that time it is expected that the large 
steamers building for the company, one of which—the Colima—has 
already arrived, will be ready, and then the semi-monthly service will 
be resumed, As the company has severed its connection with the Trans- 
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Continental Railroad Companies, freight from China and Japan will be 
forwarded by the Isthmus route at considerably reduced rates. This 
arrangement makes San Francisco simply a way port for coaling and 
landing passengers. Fortunately, at this juncture the China Trans- 
Pacific Steamship Company (Limited), a British company, will have a 
powerful line of steamers in operation on the China route. The first 
vessel of this line, the Vasco de Gama, is expected to arrive from Yoko- 
hama, After discharging her cargo, of which 9,000 packages of tea go 
overland, she will immediately prepare for her return voyage. It is 
thought unlikely that even if the Pacific Mail Steamship Company re- 
duced their through rates considerably, they will continue to control 
the carrying of teas as they hitherto have done. The fact that by the 
Panama route the cargoes will be exposed to the sea air for at least sixty 
days, and have to undergo three or four different handlings, will induce 
shippers in China and Japan to send them by the shorter route, by way 
of San Francisco and overland. 


THE AMERICAN DOLLAR IN CHINA. 

The demand for the new American trade dollar for export to China 
continues to increase, 227,000 dols. of that coin having been shipped 
from San Francisco from the Ist to the 16th ult., against the coinage 
at the mint in that city during the same time of 167,000 dols., the de- 
mand being in excess of the supply. The successful introduction of 
this coin into China is, according to the New York Herald, working 
important changes. San Francisco merchants and bankers have in- 
structed their correspondents in Mexico to send them gold instead of 
Mexican dollars as heretofore. Within a few days a deposit of gold 
leaf, made in Hong Kong, weighing 1,200 oz., was made at the San 
Francisco Mint, and indicates the displacement of English and Ameri- 
can gold coins now in China by the trade dollar. The Director of the 
Mint at Washington is of opinion that if the appropriations were suffi- 
cient to run the mints to their full capacity, without which the exist- 
ing demand cannot be met, and the gold coinage charge abrogated, the 
bullion and coinage operations of the United States, which have been 
very largely increased during the past ten months, would be still fur- 
ther and permanently augmented, and would be followed by many 
advantages to the public interests. 





Perak AND Laroot.—The Morning Post has a complimentary notice 
of the Treaty concluded by Sir Andrew Clarke, written evidently by 
some one well acquainted with the subject, one who has been on the 
“inside track.” The writer, after alluding to negotiations between Sir 
Andrew Clarke and the natives, says :—“In consequence of these ne- 

otiations Sir Andrew Clarke summoned the chiefs of Perak to meet 

im on the 14th of January, and on the next day a treaty was signed, by 
virtue of which the Raja Muda was declared the rightful sovereign of 
Perak, anda cession tothe British was made of all the country between the 
river Bruas and Perak, five miles inland from the sea.” Thus the settle- 
ment of a most troublesome business has been satisfactorily concluded. 
We have acquired a valuable addition of territory on the mainland, the 
hordes of pirates have been brought from a state of confusion into an 
orderly condition, and the attainment of these objects cannot but be 
most beneficial to the Straits Settlements. 

THE Financial Reformer pays the following tribute to Mr. James 
White, the late member for Brighton :—“ One of the ablest financiers 
the House ever had, and the hardest of workers. This all allow. 
Tories, Whigs, and Radicals acknowledge this, and express their sorrow 
that his place will know him no more for a time ; but he is more than 
a mere financier, as all who have the honour of his friendship know. 
He has, by reading and extensive travelling, accumulated vast stores of 
knowledge, which his singularly retentive memory makes promptly 
available when required ; an acute, clear, honest thinker, tov, and a 
wise sagacious statesman ; moreover, thoroughly independent, but never 
factious. We think that, next to Mr. Gladstone, Mr. White would be 
the best possible Chancellor of the Exchequer, exerting all his energies 
to make freedom of trade a reality.” 

Two volumes of anti-Chinese petitions, signed by 22,211 of the in- 
habitants of California, have been forwarded to Congreas with the view 
of obtaining a modification of the Treaty with China, so as to prevent 
the immigration of Chinese. The Bill on the Chinese question now 
before Congress provides for the appointment by the Pre:ident and 
confirmation by the Senate of three Commissioners, whose duty it will 
be to collect and report all the available information relative to the 
Chinese in the United States, and the effect of their presence on the 
white labour of the country. Authoritative data thus obtained will, it 
is believed, facilitate the means of securing such Fedcral action as may 
be found necessary. 

Mucu interest was excited at a recent mecting of the Geographical 
Society, St. Petersburg, by the question of the establishment of a new 
route in Central Asia for trading purposes, which was to pass from the 
banks of the Yan-Usa-Tsian to Irtyach by, way of Chamah Khamil. The 
Society has submitted to General Kauffman the plans of three geo- 
graphical expeditions in Central Asia that are about to be organised. 
These expeditions are to embrace the enstern part of the Celestial 
Mountains, the southern ramifications of the Tian-Shan and the Tsun- 
Lin, the valleys of the Lower Oxus and the shores of Lake Aral and the 
Caspian Sea. 

Messrs. Scott and Co., of Greenock, have launched for the British 
India Steam Navigation Company the screw-steamer Malwa, of about 
2,000 tons. She is sister ship to the Madura, now being completed by 
the same builders. 

Bishop AtrorpD, formerly of Hong Kong, has been presented to the 
living of Strood, near Rochester. The Rev. A. W. Cribb, late mis- 
sionary (C. M. 8.) at Foochow, has been presented to the living of St. 
Thomas, Stepney.

THE STRAITS IMMIGRATION ACT. 

A LITTLE more than three months ago we had occasion 
to comment upon the future of Saigon, and upon the re- 
commendations of the Chamber of Commerce in that co- 
lony for remedying its present unthriving state. Amongst 
the most valuable of these was the proposal to encourage 
‘“‘Chinese cheap labour,’ by abolishing an impost, which 
had, up to that time, been levied upon the newly-arrived 
coolie. Such a measure is indeed the necessary corollary 
of the position which we have always ourselves upheld, 
that a well-supplied labour market is essential to the 
prosperity of European dependencies in the tropics. 
Governor ORD, shortly before he quitted office, passed 
an ordinance “to make better provision by law for 
the protection of Chinese immigrants,” to our mind 
one of the most mischievous among the many mis- 
chievous edicts which that ‘ ex-Governor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief” has left behind him. Singapore itself is 
doubtless an entrepot as important as any in the world ; a 
port of call and a point of departure for thousands of richly- 
laden ships. These attributes belong to the settlement inde- 
pendently of the influences introduced by a resident Chinese 
population; but for her local, commercial, and industrial in- 
terests, for the cultivation of the island, and for the develop- 
ment of the revenue through its agricultural resources, the 
presence of the patient-toiling Chinaman is indispensable. 
The same applies with even greater force to Penang, Pro- 
vince Wellesley, and Malacca, and, indeed, it is not going 
too far to say that it is their Chinese population who have 
made the Straits Settlements what they now are. 

Let us turn for a moment to the provisions of this Im- 
migration Enactment. We gather from it that if a steamer 
on her way from China to Calcutta, and having on board 
over twenty coolies bound for Singapore, call at that port 
to coal and land her passengers, she cannot get away until 
she has complied with divers regulations, which promise 
to detain her for three days at the very least. Surely the 
officials employed at Singapore can devise some plan for 
protecting these coolies when they have got them ashore, 
without requiring the detention of the steamer. If not— 
why, then the steamers will have to charge higher rates 
for the Chinese passengers to the Straits, in order to 
cover the possible losses involved by the delay and lia- 
bility. We are well within the mark when we hold out a 
prospect of a three days’ detention. Thus, suppose a 
steamer to touch for coal at Tanjong Pagar on Saturday, 
at 5 p.m. The Registrar shall “forthwith” board her, 
but “ forthwith,” in this case, means on Monday morn- 
ing. Next, the coolies have to be mustered, and one 
among their number is, perhaps, found to be “sick or in- 
firm.” The master will thereupon have to provide for the 
removal of the sick coolie from the colony, or else to deposit 
a sum of money for his maintenance ; besides various other 
cumbersome and tedious formalities. Even with a clean 
bill of health, and under the most favourable circum- 
stances, it must unavoidably delay for a few hours the 
departure of every steamer which may call at a Straits port 
with two dozen coolies on board. Weall know what the 
pecuniary value of hours may be where steamers are con- 














cerned, esvecially if the markets are falling at her port of 


destination, or if starting early means saving a tide. We

have already said enough to prove that this measure wil 
operate most detrimentally upon our shipping interests, bu 
we will here add one wont of criticism on a point o 
detail before we turn to a fresh aspect of the subject. A 
ship in the Act is defined to be every kind of vessel not 
exclusively propelled by oars. Now the real mischief to 
be apprehended from an ill-regulated coolie-traffic would 
arise, not in the case of a steamer with Chinese on board 
—though that is the class of vessel which is by this 
ordinance put to the greatest inconvenience—but if there 
is any evil to be provided against, it is that which might 
happen through some ill-manned, ill-found, unseaworthy 
sailing craft, with coolies packed like dunnage in every 
available space. Well, an “immigrant ship” of this sort 
might naturally like to disembark her Chinese freight, and 
yet keep clear of the supervision of the Registrar, and for 
all we can see in the ordinance to the contrary she will 
attain her object by anchoring just outside the limits of 
the port, and sending the Chinamen ashore in “ vessels ex- 
clusively propelled by oars,” or, as we should say, “ boats.” 
To pass statutes which annoy and injure the guiltless, but 
which offenders can with impunity evade, is to bring all 
legislation into contempt, and for this reason, as well as for 
many others, we trust that the ordinance may at once be 
repealed. The Registrar, as we understand it, is a new 
and separate functionary, with a staff of assistants and, 
of course, an office, under his charge. All this means fresh 
expenditure and additional Government patronage. Need- 
less taxation and an overstocked Civil Service are things 
not only in themselves injurious, but they tend constantly 
to promote increased waste. The definition of an immi- 

t is most indefinite. What is “skilled labour” and 
what “unskilled” in the eyes of the law? Women can 
hardly be said to come to the colony to work as unskilled 
labourers, and are, therefore, outside the definition. Yet 
surely the introduction of Chinese females requires at least 
as much supervision as the importation of coolies. 

The fact is, that, while fully aware that the true interests 
of the Straits demand an unrestricted Chinese immigration, 
we have yet to learn why in such well-organised colonies 
as these, with effective police, and cheap courts of justice, 
any class legislation to protect the Chinese coolie, while 
it leaves the Madrasses and the Malays to take care of 
themselves, is necessary? To limit freedom of contract 
by annulling every kgreement made for more than two years 
is a very strong proceeding indeed ; and if there is anything 
peculiar in the case of the Chinese immigrant which ren- 
ders it necessary to guard him from hardship and ill-usage. 
this end may be best attained, not by measures which 
hamper shipping interests and check agricultural enter- 
prise, but rather by impressing upon the Chinese com- 
munity, especially its wealthier members, that in our 
magisterial courts justice is rendered and redress given with- 
out partiality to men of every rank, nationality, or creed. 
We trust, therefore, that Lord CARNARVON will see the 
necessity of taking immediate steps to repeal this most 
unwise and injurious act. 


SIAMESE FINANCE. 

WE alluded in a former issue to certain administrative 
changes which the King of S1am had determined to intro- 
duce into his Revenue Department, and we have now 
before us the new Edict in which His Siamese Majesty 
“ announces the Royal will concerning the revenue col- 
“ lected from farms and taxes that belong to the Treasury, 
“and which are to be the future sources for the mainte- 
“ nance of the kingdom.” The reforms thus adopted may 
be briefly summed up as follows :—A central Finance-office, 
with a properly salaried staff of competent accountants, is 
established, and there the Government books are to. be 
kept on a methodical system. The hours of business are 
from ten A.M. to four P.M., and those in charge of the de- 
partment are to be in attendance during that time. No 
money is to be received, and no accounts are to be settled, 
except in this new public office. When a farmer has been 
allowed the privilege of collecting a tax he is to find two 
sureties that he will duly pay in the sum which he under- 
takes to hand over. He is also to deposit one-fourth of 
the total amount in advance, and the rest is to be contri- 
buted monthly in equal portions until the whole shall have 
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been discharged. When the time approaches for letting a 
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Government farm, or tax, public notice of the day for 
disposing of it is to be given a month beforehand ; ten- 
ders may meanwhile be received, and if, when the ap- 
pointed day arrives no one appears to make a better 
offer, the highest of the tenders is to be accepted. Seven 
days after the agreement has been concluded the new col- 
lector is to be supplied with his warrant of appointment, 
and with scaled documents to the authorities of the pro- 
vinces. The fees received for affixing the official seals, 
for testing the money and for the certificates, must be col- 
lected at the office and carefully kept; and his Majesty 
will order it to be equally divided among the officers of 
the Treasury at the propertime. All officers are forbidden 
to exact any sum beyond these fees, and even these they 
cannot appropriate for themselves. Other details follow : 
these contain elaborate regulations as to what is to be the 
mode of procedure where a farmer of the revenue may 
make default, where he resigns his farm before his year of 
office has expired, where he may have sub-let parts of his 
privileges to deputy collectors and so forth. Among other 
rules we find it ordered that no Treasury official when he is 
disposing of a farm is “to interfere with the proposers in- 
“ ginuating that they belong to this or that party. It some- 
“ times happens that the officers wish to give the collect- 
“ ing to favourites, even though others“ have offered more 
“than those favourites, and therefore ask that the higher 
“ bidder waive his proposals ; such an intimation might 
“intimidate the proposer, and therefore such favouritism 
“is hereby forbidden. Should any officer be guilty of such 
“ actsheshall be treated as a violator of the Royal edict and 
“law.” Payments are in future to be made always in money, 
and never in goods. General directors are to have control 
over each source of revenue, and are to aid the collector or 
farmer under him in getting speedy settlements of whatever 
actions may be forced upon them in the discharge of their 
duties. Lastly, His Majesty impresses upon all the officials 
the necessity for diligence and honesty in carrying these 
laws into effect. ‘ The revenue,” he says, “is for the 
“benefit of the State, and not for the benefit of any parti- 
“ cular individual,” and these new regulations are intended 
“ to cut off the possibility of the personal emoluments of 
“ the officers.” 

We think that most of our readers will agree with us in 
approving this reform in the finances of Siam. It does not 
deal with the nature of the taxes to be imposed, with the 
kinds of commodities or transactions on which a duty should 
be levied—and this is to be regretted, for the fiscal burdens 
of the Siamese people are in most instances oppressive and 
unskilful—but so far as they go the changes are a remark- 
able step in advance, and if faithfully carried out are sure 
to promote economy as well as strengthen the resources of 
the kingdom. There is, we think, one point in the new 
Edict which requires to be reconsidered ; we refer to 
the provision which enacts that if, at the expiration of 
the financial year, the previous collector is continued in his 
office and duties he must not be required to pay new fees for 
his warrant of appointment, nor for the documents introduc- 
ing him to the authorities of the places where he is to collect, 
It seems to us that on a fresh appointment (and these ap- 
pointments are yearly) a fresh warrant, &., is required, 
‘and the regulation fees ought to be, therefore, paid ; and, 
if they are not excessive, it can be no hardship to make 
the collector pay them on the renewal of his office. If the 
fees are heavy, we know that they are ultimately to be 
divided among the Treasury officials, and the latter would, 
therefore, have a very strong (though perhaps a very in- 
judicious) incentive to favour frequent changes of office. 
The general design of the Siamese Ministers in drawing 
this carefully-prepared financial scheme may easily be 
gathered from the extracts which we have here supplied, 
and from what a good many of us know already respecting 
the history of Siam in the past. The way to get hold of 
a nice fruitful branch of the Revenue Department was by 
backstairs influence in the Palace, by spending perhaps 
$1,000 or $2,000 in a present of French jewellery to one 
of the most influential among the King’s wives. Having 
got your tax the next thing to do was to stick to it, 
and this end might be attained in several ways. One 
would be to keep in with your patron by the same 
method of ingratiation. Or another and more pro- 
fitable plan was to make default steadily in your pay- 
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ments, appropriating thus all the gains to your own 
family, and leaving the Siamese in the predicament that if 
they robbed you of your main source of income by taking 
the farm out of your hands they would lose all chance for 
ever of recovering the arrears. One other device deserves 
to be quoted. Formerly by law in Siam the new opium 
farmer was bound to take over his predecessor's stock at a 
fixed price, which was ahigh one. Accordingly, as the 
term of his office expired, the holder once sent down to 
Singapore and bought up such a stock of the drug that no 
successor could be found to replace him, as no one had the 
capital ready to purchase his existing supply. Now let us 
hope that all these shifts and subterfuges will cease. There 
is no question affecting taxes of more importance than how 
to collect them with the smallest expense, for if this end is 
secured not only do the largest possible amounts find their 
way into the Treasury, but the articles taxed become, of 
course, most cheap, and therefore most in demand, when 
economy permits the financier to make his duties light. 
Squeezing and corruption involve waste of the national re- 
sources, and a consequent increase of imports ; and increased 
imports act in their turn as a check upon the development 
of trade. We are glad to see unmistakable signs that the 
Siamese ai last are awakening to such points as these. 


WiTH reference to the alarming telegram through 
RevTer’s Hong Kong agency—which appeared in our last 
issue—as to the safety of foreigners at Tientsin, we are 
ee to say that no such information has reached the 

‘oreign-office, the Admiralty, or merchants connected with 
the trade. We are of opinion that the rumour was not well 
founded, and the friends of residents there need be under 
no apprehension for their safety. The last accounts from 
Admiral SHADWELL are from Singapore, and his return to 
Hong Kong would probably be about the middle of March, 
as it was intended to call at Labuan, Manila, and other 

orts en route. The flag ship Iron Duke, and vessels ordered 
ome, would leave Hong Kong on the turn of the monsoon 
in October. 


THE appointment announced in our last issue of Mr. 
MAYERS as Secretary to the Shanghai Municipal Council is 
not without interest and significance. Mr. MAYERS has 
long been known as the most accomplished scholar and 
litterateur in the Consular Service ; he has earned a great 
reputation asa student of Chinese literature, and has gained 
golden opinions as an energetic Consular officer. We can 
only assume that Mr. MAYERs resigns his post with a feel- 
ing of disgust at the miserable condition to which the ser- 
vice has been brought by the late Government. Our 
readers may remember that the salary attached to his post 
of Chinese Secretary was cut down to £800 per annum. 


H.E. Sano, the Japanese Minister to Austria and Italy, 
has been received by King Vicror EMMANUEL, and pre- 
sented his letters of recall. KAVASSE, his successor, has also 
had an audience, to hand his credentials to his Majesty. 
ELE. Sano had an audience of the Pore on the 5th inst., 
before quitting Rome. His Holiness recommended to him 
the interests of the Catholics in Japan. The successor to 
Baron von CALICE, as Austrian Minister to China and 
Japan, has not yet been decided on. 





WE understand that the question of the form of Gover- 
ship of Penang has not yet been settled. A large number 
of the residents advocate a withdrawal from Singapore, and 
direct relations with the Home Government. The most 
important part of the subject is the Governor himself. Any 
alteration on present and late arrangements would require 
anew man at the helm. The inhabitants of Penang are 
not satisfied with Col. ANSON. 


THE late news from Japan mentions the probable re- 
moval of the Marines now stationed at Yokohama. We 
understand that in consequence of information received, it 
has been decided by Government not to remove them at 
present, and instructions to that effect have been sent out. 


CAPTAIN Lorp GILFORD, who has been appointed a 
Lord of the Admiralty, was engaged in the last China War, 
in which he was severely wounded. Lady GILFORD is a 
daughter of Sir ARTHUR KENNEDY, the Governor of Hong 
Kong. 
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WE believe that the negotiations for redress, made by the 
German Government on the Spanish Government, for the 
seizure of the Gazelle and Murie Louise have not yet,arrived 
at any conclusion.

In the March number of the Cornhill Magazine the writer of 
a paper entitled “ Feng-Shui” throws some light upon Chinese 
superstition, and endeavours to account for the persistent opposi- 
tion to progress which China has shown. Speaking of the 
Emperor's non-acceptance of the short line of railway offered 
him by a committee of Englishmen, the writer says, “ What is 
the obstacle to China’s imitating her progressive neighbour 
Japan by the adoption of railways!” It is Feng-Shui. Not 
Feng-Shui alone, perhaps. The bigoted Toryism of China is 
doubtless haunted ‘ a hundred fears ; fear of interference with 
the present carrying trade; fear of loss of prestige; re- 
luctance to admit foreign surveyors and engineers into the 
interior of the country, and so forth. These objections, 
however, are mostly ill-suited for presentation at the fo- 
reign Legations. When the mandarins fall back upon a line 
of defence which Western logic cannot hope to penetrate, it 
is Feng-Shui.” What, then, the writer asks, is this Feng-Shui 
which decides affairs of state for one-third of the earth’s popu- 
lation?) The mere translation ‘“ Wind and Water” gives no clue 
to the understanding of the custom. It is an ancient and absurd 
superstition of the people, the origin and nature of which not 
even the Chinese themselves can explain, but which involves the 
belief that the lot of the living is J etawnined by the spirits of 
the dead, and their good will or malignancy depends mainly upon 
the situation of the tom); and, moreover, that human prosperity 
and adversity, even virtue and vice, are mysteriously influenced 
by a sort of electricity of nature, which is attracted or repelled 
by the conflagration of the hills and the erection of lofty build- 
ings. An instance is cited of the perils attached to antagonism 
to Feng-Shui. Governor Amaral, of Macao, signalised his 
tenure of office by cutting out new roads, utterly regardless of 
the interests of the numerous descendants of those buried in 
the tombs among which his roads passed. This cost him his life. 
He was waylaid and beheaded on one of his own new roads.

CHINAMEN OUT OF CHINA.

Of late years we have heard so much of “ Chinese cheap labour” 
from various parts of the world that it is somewhat difficult to realise 
the fact that not more than 200,000 Chinamen are working in foreign 
countries at the present time. Even this number is quite an outside 
estimate. America and Australia have so far been the favourite resorts 
for Chinese emigrants. Allowing 130,000 for the former country and 
30,000 for the latter, 40,000 are left for Peru, the Sandwich Islands, 
and other places ; evidently a more than sufficient margin. Yet the 
anxicty and alarm shown have been altogether out of proportion to 
these figures. We cannot help thinking that this is one of those cases— 
more cummon, perhaps, than is readily admitted—in which imagina- 
tion plays a considerable part. Trishmen have emigrated, and are still 
emigrating, in far larger numbers than the Chinese, and they are more 
troublesome to deal with in the countries in which they settle. Never- 
theless, the Irishman is looked upon as a necessary evil in new lands, 
and tolerated accordingly. The Chinaman, however, is always regarded as 
an intruder. The Americans were fain to admit that the Chinese came out 
grandly in the construction of the Pacitic Railway. But that has nowise 
abated the sullen hostility with which they are regarded in California, and 
it needs but little to stir up this enmity to take a much more act’ve shape 
than that of mere peiitions to Congress. We, too, insist upon forcing 
ourselyes and our commerce upon the Chinese, but the most peaceful 
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invasion on their side would, we take it, be resented by our trade 
unionists in very practical fashion. 

And yet it seems a pity that this emigration, small as it is, should be 
checked. A Chinaman is qualified to do much that cannot be so well 
or so cheaply done hy the white man. He can work, and work well, in 
a great variety of climates. A German, so the saying runs, will dine 
off'a bone which an Englishman men has picked. A Chinaman will fare 
sumptiously after both the Eurypeans have done their worst. It may 
perhaps be an exaggeration to couple the Chinese with the French as 
the best cooks in the world. But those who have most experience of 
their powers rate them highly, and in the capacity for making much 
out of little they are in no way inferior to the great leaders of 
European gastronomy. Who would not have charitable feelings 
towards the ran who in a dry and thirsty land can for a consideration 
furnish you with the crispest of lettuces on a hot summer's day? Give 
a Chinaman a Dit of land, and if anything can be done with it at all 
he will turn it into a market-garden. His capacity for getting to 
places where his labour may be wanted, when once he has begun to 
roam, is remarkable. In 1869, when Fiji was not so well known 
as it is now, a labour vessel chanced to call at one of the remotest plan- 
tations. A Chinaman at once stepped ashore, and, walking to the 
planter 6 house, inquired if any hands would be wanted next season, 
as by that time he and 300 more then at work in Taheiti (!) would be 
ready to tuke afresh engayement. He had come to Fiji, so both he 
and the skipper averred, for that particular purpose. All of them 
being educated to a fair point, there is nothing to keep them back. 
And it is noteworthy that, passionately addicted as they are to opium 
—and one of the best freights fur the up-country coaches is the opium 
case—they rarely take to it abroad to excess until they have made their 
“pile” Sume of the richest and most influential importers in Mel- 
bourne, San Francisco, and Honolulu came out as common labourers, 
with their great round hats and coarse clothing. In short, for steady, 
dogged, persistent labour, under proper direction, Chinamen are almost 
unequalled. It may be observed that one of the difficulties in dealing 
with Chinamen both in Taheiti and in the Sandwich Islands, where 
they are much employed, arises from the fact that some of those who 
emigrate are skilled workmen, and are consequently much disinclined 
to devote their time to field labour unless they are offered special in- 
ducements. This the planter too often dves not understand, and attri- 
butes their hesitation to laziness or determination to break their contract. 

There are such vast tracts distributed over the earth’s surface which 
the Chinese could and would cultivate to advantage, but which are 
now quite useless, that it is impossible not to hope that ere long ar- 
rangements will be made to atturd the security to their emigrants 
which is now lacking. 1f their numbers were increased a hundredfeld, 
they would not suttice for the development of the idle wealth of South 
America, Jamaica, and the Southern States. And so far as can be 
seen, they are the only people who could be induced to undertake the 
work on a large seale. At present, however, all the steps which are 
being taken tend to their discouragement. 
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The subjoined remarks are from the Naval and Military Gazette :— 
A paragraph, copied from an Indian paper, has been going the rounds 
of the Press, most unjustly reflecting on the conduct of the captain of 
H.M.S. Thetis, and accusing this officer of inhumanity and cruelty in 
connection with the capture of some supposed slave dhows by the 
Thetis some months since, in the Red Sea, on her passage to China. In 
justice to the vtlicer so accused, and the distinguished service to which 
he has the honour to belong, we beg to state that the circumstances 
connected with the capture referred to have been groasly—were the 
charges not of so grave a character we should say ridiculously—exag- 
gerated ; and no more convincing proof of this need be offered than the 
fact that the inquiry ordered into the circumstances of the capture 
upon which these charges are based has terminated, and Captain Le 
Hunte Ward still commands H.M.S. Thetis, which he would not have 
been permitted to do for a single hour had they been true. An error 
of judgment may have been committed, and that the captures were 

Negal the circumstance of an indemnity having been paid is sufficient 
proof, but there is a vast difference between an illegal capture and in- 
humanity and cruelty to the captured. 

Colonel H. H. Crealock, C.B., who served as Deputy-Assistant-Quar- 
termaster-General to the China expeditionary force in 1857, and was 
present at the whole of thefoperations in December of that year, and 
January, 1858, for which he became Brevet-Lieut.-Colonel, and re-

Quartermaster-General in Ireland. 

Colonel R. J. Eagar, C.B., of the 31st Regiment, who served through- 
out the campaign in North China in 1860, was present at the accion of 
Sinho, and the storming of Tanku, and received the medal with clasp 
for the Taku Forts and the brevet of lieut.-colonel ; who also commanded 
the regiment in the operations against the Taeping rebels in 1862, in- 
cluding the recapture vf Khading, has retired from the service on full 
pay. 

The Audacious, which is to replace the Iron Duke as flagship of the 
China Squadron, is a double-screw ironclad of fourteen guns, 6,034 
(3,774) tons burthern, and 4,021 (800) horse-power. The Audacious 
will be despatched to China next May. 

The death of Quartermaster-Sergeant Thomas Hyder, of the 49th 
Regiment, who had served for three years in China, and had received 
he China medal, is announced. He was in the seventy-second year 

age. 
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Major R. J. Maxwell, half-pay, 80th foot, aide-de-camp to Major- 
General Renny, commanding at Ceylon, has been compelled to relin- 
quish his duties, in consequence of ill-health, and has left the station. 

Colonel Norman has retired from the command of the Ist battalion 
of the 10th Regiment, stationed at Singapore, and has issued a vale- 
dictory address to the officers and men. 

A pension of £100 a year has been granted to Major-General Walker 
for distinguished Chinese and Crimean war services. The grant is 
from the Fund for Mcritorious Services. 

Lieutenant C. S. Donner, who served in the Rinaldo, on the China 
station, in 1872 and 1873, has been appointed to the Vanguard, coast- 
guard ship at Kingstown. 

The Sylvia, surveying steamer, Capt. Henry C. St. John, arrived at 
Malta from Devonport and Gibraltar on the 19th ult., and proceeded, 
on the 21st, in continuation of her voyage to Japan, via the Suez Canal. 

The 73rd Regiment, which has just arrived in India from Ceylon, is 
to occupy Cawnpore for two or three years. 

The First Lord of the Admiralty has appointed Captain Michael C. 
Seymour to be his private secretary.

This is the season of the year when the directors of banks, railway 
and other public companies have to go through the ordeal of appearing 
before their shareholders and giving an account of their stewardship. 
Our two oldest private banking companies—the Norddeutsche Bank 
and the Vereins Bank—have come out of the fire unscathed, as was to 
be expected from institutions proverbially managed with such caution 
and capacity ; whilst the dividends they have declared for last year— 
104 per cent. each—are considered satisfactory. The accounts were, 
therefore, passed without any difficulty or opposition, and the directors 
and auditors re-elected. But the other banks, the creations of modern 
times, when two or three years ago it was the rage to turn everything 
into a joint-stock company—most of them ephemeral bubbles that 
burst when the great crash at Viennaand New York occurred—are not 
in so enviable a state of security. The International and one or two 
others have lost so much by their speculations on the Stock Exchange 
that they have resolved to liquidate and divide tho remaining capital 
among the shareholders in proportion to their holdings. The compli- 
cated state of the affairs of the Anglo-Deutsche Bank have for the last 
month or two been the subject of much conversation on ‘Change, and 
innumerable attacks, replies, and recriminations in the columns of the 
local press. Many and frequent meetings of shareholders have been 
held to denounce the conduct of the directors, who, by their unwar- 
rantable recklessness and ignorance, have plunged the bank into the 
slough from which it will be almost impossible to extricate it, 
certainly not without severe sacrifices and a judicious reorganisa- 
tion on a better footing, and with change of personnel. The 
shares of this bank are in so many hands that the great saloon in 
the Exchange was not able to afford adequate accommodation for these 
meetings, which were not officially convened by the directors, but by 
some of the largest and most influential shareholders, who had consti- 
tuted themselves into a committee to demand the information as to the 
state of affairs that the directors denied them. They therefore adjourned 
the meeting to the most capacious concert room in this city, where the 
other meetings were also subsequently held. Under these unpleasant 
circumstances things were brought to a crisis on Saturday last, when 
the directors themselves convened a general meeting, and came forward 
with two principal proposals, one of which was to reduce the capital 
from ten million thalers to seven millions, and the other to give them 
decharge or relief from personal liability. The meeting was presided 
over by Senator Eiffe, the chairman of the board of directors, 
who answered all the questions put to him, and gave the needful 
information required. A stormy debate ensued, the result being that 
both the proposals were declined by a considerable majority. There 
were no leas than 7,584 persons, of whom 3,387 supported the directors’ 
motion, and 4,197 voted against it. The chairman then withdrew some 
other minor proposals, and adjourned the meeting till the 21st of April. 

The Chamber of Commerce gives notice of the Exhibition of forcign 
produce to be held this year at Kioto, and offers to those who have 
no connection in Japan and wish to become exhibitors to undertake 
to send out their articles to the consignment of respectable German 
houses in that country. Considering that the Exhibition was to be 
opened on the 1st inst., and will close on the 6th June next, it seems 
rather absurd to make the announcement at all, as putting out of the 

uestion the time required for preparing the articles for the Exhibition, 
their arrival in Japan must of necessity be post festum and tvo late for 
the object in view. 

Dr. Banks, one of the late members of the German Parliament for 
Hamburg, who stood again for this city at the late election, but was 
left in a minority by an intrigue of the Liberal party, as mentioned in 
a previous letter, has obtained his revenge and the signal honour of re- 
entering Parliament as one of the members for Berlin by a triumphant 
absolute majority.

: RorrerDaM, Marcu 4, 
Volo non valeo, I am willing but unable, are the words which the 
Minister of the Finances might have used the day before yesterday, 
when he felt himself compelled to withdraw the Bill to alter our mone- 
ary standard. For several months past the public has been entertained 
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by the newspapers with articles about the question which was to be 
preferred, the golden or the silver standard, and for several days our 
M.P.s have shown their insatiable desire for talking. Per fas et nefas, 
the debate upon this intricate economical question was continued, and, 
as Professor Vissering has said, no one cared if he was talking nonsense 
or not ; the object of all was to talk. I may summarise the debate by 
stating that the following were its chief propositions :—lst, that it is 
not advisable to delay the alteration of the monetary system ; 2nd, 
that it is necessary to abolish our silver standard and introduce a 
golden one ; 8rd, that it would be better to introduce the double 
standard ; 4th, thatif our system is given up we ought to adopt the 
system of one of our neighbouring Powers ; 5th, that there should be 
a connection between the regulation of our monetary system and that 
in Java; 6th, will the alterations proposed by the Minister pay 
the enormous cost which would result from this reform? These 
were the main points of the debate, and every member had his 
own hobby-horse to ride. One preferred to maintain the silver stan- 
dard, another thought the double one the best, a third was of opinion 
that the golden standard ought to be introduced, but together with the 
franca system, a fourth demonstrated that the English sovereign would 
be our best standard coin, a fifth declared in favour of the mark, asixth 
would have paper money, a seventh would not vote for the Bill if the 
Minister did not promise to propose a new regulation of the monetary 
system in Java. Every one had his individual opinion, and the public 
interest was thus utterly ignored, inasmuch as no member was inclined 
to make the least concession—the sovereign, or I vote against the Bill ; 
the mark, or my name will be seen amongst the noes ; a Bill for Java, 
or Land my followers will take care that your proposal shall miscarry ; 
so went the Parliamentary business on. Notwithstanding that the 
Ministers of the Colonial and Financial Departments defended the 
measure with great eloquence, it was, of course, impossible to 
satisfy every one, or even to obtain the smallest majority. Per- 
haps the Bill might have been saved, at Icast for a time, if the 
Chamber had agreed to an amendment of Mr. Kappeyne van de 
Cappello—who maintained his reputation as l'enfant terrible of the 
Liberal party—viz., not to continue the debate till the Ministry 
should have laid before the members the promised Monetary Bill for 
Java. The discussion, however, went on, aud the day before yesterday 
the Chamber, by forty against twenty-nine votes, rejected the Bill. More 
national time has thus been wasted, only to prove that united action has 
become impossible in the ranks of our Liberal party. Each section of the 
party claims everything and yields nothing, and as soon as the Govern- 
ment shows the least inclination for Parlianentary activity the Radicals 
revolt. Indeed, it seem that a rancorous jealousy and an open defiance 
prevails between the two sections of the Liberal party. Nothing can 
be done in this condition of affairs, and the end must be that the party 
will break up. 

Mr. Nierstrasz broke in upon the debate with an interpella- 
tion about the Administration of the Naval Department. He pro- 
tested against the Ministry continuing incomplete, and expressed 
his opinion that the interests of the colonies and of the navy will 
greatly suffer if one person remained at the head of both offices. 
The Minister of the Department of Justice replied that the Ministry 
thought it advisable that the portfolio of the Naval Department should 
remain in the hands of the Minister of the Colonies as long as the war 
with Atchin lasted ; therefore, no steps had been taken to find a new 
Naval Minister. In the meanwhile he could state that it was not the 
intention to unite both the departments permanently under one 
Minister. The Opposition was anything but content with this answer, 
and the interpellator asserted his conviction that the non-appointment 
of a new Minister resulted from the weakness and impotence of the 
Government. Mr. Fransen van de Putte, however, ro-asserted that 
it was desirable for a time to unite both the departments, and that the 
service would not suffer thereby, whereupon the matter dropped. 

The election in the district of Gouda ended ina victory for the 
Anti-revolutionists. Mr. M. Bichon van Ysselmonde received 1,645 
votes, defeating Mr. Verniers van der Laeff, tho Liberal Candidate, who 
only obtained 1,013 votes. The Clerical element in the Chamber is 
thus reinforced. 

I regret to record that the statement in the Mandelsblad that a 
number of captains and lieutenants had been ordered to Java is con- 
tradicted. In the meanwhile it remains a question how the Govern- 
ment in Java will provide for the great deficiency of officers in our 
forces in Atchin, if none are tu be sent out from here. 

The festival on the 12th May seems likely to be a sort of national 
mania—our shops are fitted up with orange colours, and already 
people are wearing cockades. Everything is being dyed orange co- 
lour. Up to this moment there is no fixed plan for the national pre- 
sentation, and it must be disgusting in the highest desree for the King 
to read daily in the papers about the squabbling which is going on 
about the several plans. It seems as if the journalists are trying all 
they can to induce the King to rofuse any present which may be offered 
him. I hear that the Dutchmen residing in your metropolis and in 
New York have made their plans to celebrate the festival. 

The Vaderlandsche Lettcroefeninyen, a perivdical of high standing, 
contains anarticle, by Mr. J. K. W. Quarles van Ufford, about Atchin. 
The author says that he is surprised that the Ministers still object 
to communicate to Parliament the true reason fur our declaration of 
war. He himself knows the whole of the particulars, and has them 
from an authentic source. He, however, declines to publish what he 
knows, but only says that he is convinced that the Government here 
as well asin Java, were quite in the right de précipiter Caffaire. The 
leading Opposition paper concludes from this article that there are still 
particulars to communicate, notwithstanding that the Minister has 
assured us that there are none except those which ho has already pub- 
lished. . 

Mr. Cornelis Diependaal has declined to accept the Archbishopric tv 
which he was elected by the Old Cutholic Episcopal clergy at Utrecht, 
in place of the late Archbishop Loos. He makes objectiuns because he 
cannot leave his small community at the Helder, but endeavours are 
being made to persuade him to alter his decision. 
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From the different rural districts I hear that the manufacturers of 
sugar from beetroot have done so bad of late that they decline to con- 
tinue the manufacture while the prices of the produce remain so low, 
and those of the roots so enormously high. Several establishments are 
already closed. 

I regret to record the death of Mr. J. H.C. Van Steeden, late 
minister of the Protestant community at Batavia. 

The King has approved of Mr. F. I. Erdmann as Consul for the 
German Empire at Samarang. 

Great dulness has prevailed since my last in the Colonial Produce 
market, notwithstanding a steady demand for consumption and export. 
A very easy money market has in general a good influence upon trade, 
and stocks being small of most of the leading articles, a revival in 
activity is probable. .

The Second Chamber have agreed to the proposal of several mem- 
bers to open an inquiry into the cause of the decline in our shipping 
trade. According to official statistica, published by the Staats Courant 
of to-day, our fleet numbered on the Ist of January 1,805 vessels, 
measuring 262,110 lasts (a last being about two tons), against 1,856 
vessels, with a tonnage of 261,184 lasts, on the lst of January, 1873. 
To-morrow the Chamber will open a debate upon the Bill to provide 
the country with means of defence. 

The rejection of the Bill to introduce the golden standard in our 
monetary system has made a very bad impression. Rumours are cur- 
rent of the resignation of the Cabinet. 





Monetary and Commercial, 





Early in the week Japanese Bonds experienced a fresh fall to 
he extent of 2 to 3 per cent., and the Seven per Cents. were 
at one time quoted as low as 90, and the Nine per Cents. at 100.

Mr. Nicoll referred in terms of high praise to the services rendered 
by Admiral Osborn as managing director, a post he had now retired 
from, and Mr. Nicoll moved that a present of £5,000 should be made 
to the Admiral on his retirement. Objection was raised to the large- 
ness of the sum, and in answer to questions it was stated the Admiral 
had had £3,000 a year in his position as managing director, and his 
fees as director as well, but no commission. The Chairman spoke in 
the highest terms of the services rendered by Admiral Osborn to the 
company. Mr. Pender, M.P., supported the motion, and attributed to 
the Admiral’s services the high position the company held. The 
motion was, however, lost on being put to the show of hands. Mr. 
Abbott and Mr. Ford urged the proprietors not to display parsimony 
towards the staff of the company, and they, with Sir it Anderson, 
urged that a money recognition of the staft’s services to the extent of 
£2,000 between them, with a vote of thanks, should be given. In the 
result the vote of thanks was carried, but the part of the resolution in 
regard to the money was dropped. 

At a general meeting of the shareholders of the Anglo-German 
Bank at Hamburg, on the 28th ult., the approval of the balance- 
sheet submitted was rejected by 4,197 votes against 3,317, where- 
upon another meeting was fixed for the 21st of April. 

At the meeting of the German Bank of London (Limited) a 
dividend of 6s. per share was declared, making, with the pre- 
vious payment of like amount in September, 6 per cent. for the 
year 1873, and leaving £1,121 to be carried forward. 

The receipts of the Eastern Extension Australasia and China 
Telegraph Company (Limited) for the month of February 
amounted to £17,706, against £18,085, the receipts in the corre- 
sponding period of 1873 of the four separate lines. The traffic 
receipts of the Great. Northern Telegraph Company during Feb- 
ruary amounted, on the European lines, to f.173,235, against 
f.109,415 in 1873; and on the China and Japan lines to 
f.114,859, against £.79,680 in 1873. 

The Insurance Companies and Underwriters at Lloyd’s have 
agreed to a rise of 5s. on tea risks per steamers via Suez Canal. 

Tenders for £500,000 in bills on India were received on the 
4th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were— 
to Calcutta, £495,200 ; and Bombay, £4,800. Tenders on Cal- 
cutta and Bombay at 1s. 104d. will receive about 32 per cent. A 
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further diminution in the demand for the means of remittance 
to the East is apparent. 

Quietness has been the predominant feature in the Manchester 
Market, business to a limited extent being carried on without 
any material alteration in the quotations of either Yarns or 
Goods. 

Bar Silver has beensold at 58d. per oz. standard, chiefly for the 
Continent, a reduction in price of 4d. per oz. Mexican dollars 
to the value of about £340,000 have been sold at 563d. per oz., 
showing a decline of }d. per oz. They were taken partly for 
China and partly for refining purpose. The Market is now 
cleared of this coin.

TEA. 

Messrs. Shepard, Harrison and Rehden's Circular says :—The market 
has been quiet, and owing to increased supplies of the lower grades of 
Congou they have ruled in favour of buyers, say to the extent of 4d. 
to 1d. per 1b., otherwise there is no change of importance to advise. 
The stock Ist inst. stood at 95,000,000 lbs., and with but 5,000,000 lbs. 
afloat, supply for the next five or six months will gradually decrease, su 
the position looks favourable for at least a maintenance of the present 
range of prices. The export trade to the Continent amounts to a 
bagatelle, but for New York and Canada considerable orders have been 
executed. Deliveries as follows :—

arrivals ; prices for common to medium kinds of Congou have given 
way about 4d. per lb. The deliveries for the month show a decrease 
of 2,000,000 Ibs., compared with last year, about half being in exports 
and half in duty payments, this latter doubtless owing to the trade 
waiting to see whether anything will be done with the duty, and will 
most likely be recovered after the Budget is made known. 


SILK. 

Messrs, Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co. report as follows :—Everything 
has been very quiet, but there has been somewhat more inquiry for 
China Silk, with a decidedly better feeling during the last two or three 
days, and more actual business at the full quotations. Canton Silk is 
rather more inquired for, buyers seeming to be impressed with the 
favourable position of this Silk as regards stocks and present prices. 
Japan Silk, of the fine sizes and best quality, is scarce and saleable, but 
common descriptions are neglected. Stocks are in the aggregate 4,000 
bales less than at this time last year, and as the further supplies to 
arrive for the remainder of the season are known to be very small, and 
leas than in the corresponding period of last year, it is difficult not to 
believe that the market has seen its lowest point. Deliveries last month 
were only small—say, 2,400 Chinas, 585 Cantons, 639 Japans, and 297 
Bengals. Total, 3,921 bales, and from Ist to 4th inst., 447, 118, 64, 
and 59 respectively. Total, 688 bales. 

COFFEE. 

Only a small portion of Plantation Ceylon have been offered by auc- 
tion, but there has been little demand, and prices have shown unusual 
irregularity, speculators supporting desirable parcels, and they did not 
decline more than 2s.
